Chicago, July 21.—The fate of 
Nathan Leopold, Jr., and Rich­ 
ard Loeb, indicted for the kid­ 
napping and murder of fourteen- 
year-old Robert Franks, was rest­ 
ed today “in the mercy of the 
court.” 
This resulted from a plea of 
guilty made today in court by 
Clarence S. Darrow. chief coun­ 
sel for the boys, and affirmed by 
them “after they had been sworn 
by the court of the consequences 
of this plea.” 
The degree of punishment 
which may vary from an in­ 
determinate 
prison 
sentence, 
through life sentence in the 
penitentiary, incarceration in an 
asylum or death, will be deter­ 
mined after a hearing which is 
to start at IO a. rn. Wednesday. 
Admit Facts 
In entering the plea of guilty A t­ 
torney Darrow said the defense ad­ 
mitted the c o r r e c tn e s s of the facts 
“substantially as printed in the news­ 
papers.” 
He asked permission of the court 
however to offer evidence as to th* 
mental condition of the young men 
and their degree of responsibility. 
Judge John R. Caverly agreed to 
hear such evidence both as to fact and 
mental responsibility as the two sides 
might wish to present to him for his 
information. 
To Act Quickly 
Judge Caverly realising the grave 
responsibility which the sudden and 
unexpected turn in the notorious case 
had placed upon him told 
the a t­ 
torneys he would let nothing inter­ 
fere with as speedy a conclusion of 
the hearing as possible. 
The 
youthful 
defendants 
only 
slightly wan from their incarceration 
in jail greeted their attorneys wtih 
smiles as they entered the court room 
and calmly affirmed the pleas enter­ 
ed in their behalf by Mr. Darrow. 


y Death, due to an unavoidable acci­ 
dent, was the verdict of the coroner’s 
jury, Sunday afternoon, investigating 
into the death of Rudolph F. Thoman, 
who was instantly killed in front of 
his home on

three miles from Gettysburg, Satur­ 
day afternoon. 
By the verdict of the coroner, which 
deliberated only a short time, H. K. 
Pfaltzgraff. burgess of 
McSherrys­ 
town. driver of the car that struck 
Thoman, who was within one month 
of his eighty-first birthday, is exon­ 
erated from all criminal liability in 
connection with the fatality. 
The inquest, which was probably

other 
sim ilar proceedings in the history of 
th»* county, 
more 
than 200 persons 
being present, was held at the Tho­ 
man home in front of which the aged 
man was killed.

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33 YEARS OF CRIME 
NETS BURGLAR $10 
MEN WHO FIGURE IN NEWS OF THE DAY, 
Barefoot Sandal? 
White Plains, N. Y., July 21.—Par- 
ticipation in numerous crimes, ranging 
j from postoffice robberies to petty lar­ 
ceny, for which he has served 30 of 
his 62 years in various prisons, has 
netted William Clark, of New York, 
better known to the police as “St. 
I/Ouis Billy, only SIO, according to his 
story to Judge Bleakley recently. 
Clark pleaded not guilty to an in­ 
dictment charging second-degree bur­ 
glary, alleging an attempt to smash 
a safe in a Mount Vernon factory last 
month, but offered to plead guilty if 
the judge would be lenient. 
In view 
of the prisoner’s record, 
however, 
Judge Bleakley said that Clark must 
spend the rest of his days in prison 
if found guilty by a jury next fall. 
He was remanded to the county jail 
without bail. 
Clark’s criminal record began in De­ 
troit in 1881 and carried him ir\to 
Canada and later to New York. 
In 
1908 he began an eight-year term in 
Atlanta Federal Prison for a New 
York postoffice robbery.

Guards Bew and Medholt grabbed 
can buoys and dashed into the surf, while 
Guards Detwiler, Grove, Allen and 
Doughty launched two boats from 
the nearby stations. Bew and Medholt 
fought to the side of the woman, 
while boatmen worked in to where 
George had disappeared. 
Miss Haberly grabbed Bew around 
the neck and they both sank. 
Med­ 
holt dragged them to the surface, and 
while his partner was 
getting his 
breath placed the girl on a buoy. 
Guard Detwiler went overboard and 
brought up George. 
A heavy run of 
seas handicapped the rescuers, ami 
it was several minutes before they 
got the pair ashore. 
The girl had fainted, hut soon re­ 
sponded to treatm ent. 
It was neces­ 
sary to use the pulmotor on Haberly 
before he was revived. 
The rescues were features of the 
heaviest day along tho beach, close to 
150,000 persons entering 
the 
surf. 
where they found the water warm and 
plenty of sunshine.

Washington, July 21.—Much more 
than the usual quantity of apples, 
peaches and pairs will be produced 
this season in the Eastern and South­ 
ern 
states, according to the July 
forecasts of the Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
The apple crop will be slightly de­ 
creased in Maryland 
and 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, and there will be decreases of 
about 20 to 25 per cent in Central and 
Western states, but total production 
for the United States is expected to 
be 
196,000,000 bushels, or almost 
exactly the same as last season. 
Better Apple Crop 
The apple crop is distinctly better 
than last year’s in most of the North 
Atlantic, South Atlantic and South 
Central states, hut everywhere else it

is materially 
smaller than 
that of 
last year. 
In the last IO years the 
crop has been larger five times and 
smaller five times than the forecast 
for thus season. 
New York expects about one-third 
more apples than were harvested a 
year ago; 
New Jersey one-fourth 
more; Delaware one-tenth more and 
Virginia perhaps up to 70 per cent 
more.

Central 
states from 
Kentucky 
and 
Alabama, 
west 
to 
Oklahoma and Texas, except nearly 
three-fourths more than they had last 
year and the best apple crop since 
1915. 
Good lookout For Peaches 
Prospects for peaches are slightly 
better than they wert* a month ago. 
Substantial improvement in the cot­ 
ton states is offset partly by the de­ 
crease in California.

A LL winter long Sydney Blair lived 
n a 6 by IO room In a poor lodg­ 
ing house. 
He was a poet at soul. Ab to hit ef­ 
fusions, only thrice In his life had be 
received real pay from a real publica­ 
tion. 
Once a year his soul swelled. 
It 
was when, as now, he turned his face 
from the turmoil, dust and hollow ex­ 
citement of ths city. 
Outside of a little bundle, usually 
strung scross his stout walking stick 
and containing a change of linen and 
a blanket. Sydney Blair had one other 
possession of some utility and value. 
This was a piano tuning key. From 
the profession of poet in winter our 
good friend enacted a broad transition 
to piano tuner at summertlde. 
Once, at duaktide, Sydney, resting 
under a great gnarled oak, was aroused 
by a shrill echoing cry. 
He ran to­ 
wards the highway to observe three 
rough-seeming fellows disappearing In 
the dim distance. He stumbled over a 
prostrate form. It was that of sn old 
man. 
There was a cruel gash st one 
side of bls head. A buttonhole of bls 
vest was torn apart, showing where 
his watch chain had been torn from 
place. 
Evidently footpads had robbed 
this victim. 
Sydney ran to a brook near at hand. 
He soaked a handkerchief In water, 
and did all he could to remove the 
traces of violence from the Insensible 
man. 
Finally the latter sat up. 
He 
put hit band confusedly to his head. 
his ayes were somehow glased and un­ 
steady as he surveyed Sydney. 
“See here,” spoke the letter, “who 
are you and what has happened ?" 
The victim seemed to make a des­ 
perate 
effort 
to 
concentrate 
his 
thoughts, failed and shook his head 
blankly. 
“H’m I** soliloquized Sydney, “a bad 
blow. See here, old friend, I must get 
you to a doctor.” 
The victim placidly allowed Sydney 
to lead him to a nearby village. There 


I a doctor looked him over, plastered 
up the wound on his head and ques 
tinned him as to bis home. 
“I don’t know,** was the monotonous 
response. 
With the morning the same cloud of 
haziness hung over the victim. All that 
morning Sydney led him about the 
vicinity. 
No one knew him. He was 
an utter stranger to the district 
“Bae here.” said Sydney, “what am I 
going to do with you? 
What do you 
want to do?” 
“(Jo with yon.** replied the old roan, 
•imply. “I like the sunlight, the woods 
the birds. 
I feel rested. I feel happy, 
only—I forget what w as." 
“All right, I make you my partner,” 
•ald Sydney. 
The old man grew quite blithe and 
talkative during the next day of Idle 
wandering. 
He was like a pleased 
child. Some Injury to his brain, it was 
apparent, had blotted out the past. 
Sydney observed that he wa* an edu­ 
cated man, Ms attire evidenced re­ 
spectability. There was not a mark on 
his clothing, not a scrap of paper 
found to give a clue to his identity. 
Every morning and evening, how­ 
ever. the old man took from an Inner 
pocket an exquisite little medallion. It 
held the portrait of a beautiful girl. 
He would gaze at it raptly for nearly 
an hour. 
And then Sydney got to 
sharing his mute adoration. 
Like nomads those two passed along 
the flower-fringed byways. 
Each day 
the old man seemed to grow happier 
and more contented with the careless, 
joyous life. 
One evening, while seated in a little 
wayside Inn, Sydney struck up an ac­ 
quaintance with a physician. He told 
the story of the old man. The doctor 
became Interested. He examined the 
patient. 
“There Is s depression of the skull.” 
he said. “This man’s memory can be 
restored by a surgical operation." 
It would cost fifty dollars, the doc­ 
tor said, for he would have to call In 
a surgeon. Sydney made arrangements 
for the housing of his friend In the vil­ 
lage. Then he started out tuning pi­ 
anos. 
It was a glad, proud day for hts 
good, kind heart when he returned 
with the money to pay for the op­ 
eration. 
The doctor had predicted rightly. 
The operation concluded, the old man 
rose up, a new Intelligence In his face. 
He listened to the story of the doctor. 
His eyes were filled with gratitude and 
love as he was told of the noble sac­ 
rifice of the tramp poet. 
“Bring me a check book,’* ha said,

•lgn<& a name—Henry Morse—and 
handed the check to Sydney, filled In 
for five thousand dollars. 
Then came his story of visiting some 
land at a distance, of being assaulted 
and robbed. Sydney mast accompany 
him home. 
A sorrowing daughter, 
who mourned him aa dead. greeted 
him at his own palatial home. She 
was th# original of the cherished por­ 
trait, Bva Morse. 
When all the beautiful story of the 
soulful fidelity of Sydney Blair to a 
stranger was told, gratitude shone In 
those lovely eyes. 
And then love, and in the golden 
days that paused by as a Joyful dream 
the poet knew no more of loneliness, 
and deprivation and neglect.
